Edmonton, Jan. 25.—Kight-hour 
werking days, schemes for both 
health and unemployment insurance, 
distribution of school books and 
supplies through the government to 
school districts, old age pensions, a 
provincial industrial disputes mea- 
sure, and several changes in the 
Werkmen’s Compensation act, in- 
cluding provision for appeal against 
the board’s decisions, were among 
the things asked for by a delegation 
from the Alberta Fedération of 
Labor which waited upon the gov- 
ernment Monday morning. 

Frank Wheatley, president of the 
federation, Fred White and P. M. 
Christopher, Labor members of the 
legislature, were at the head of the 
delegation, which brought a sheaf of 
suggestions for legislation and 
amendments to existing acts for -the| 
government to consider, Premier 
gy Brownlee gave the assurance of 
such consideration but did not com-/| 
mit himself as to what action would! 
be taken. 

Distrust Lemieux Act 

Distrust of the Lemieux act and 
of any legislation by the Dominion 
parliament that might be based up- 
on it was quite frankly expressed 
by Mr. Wheatley and other mem- 
bers of the delegation, who stated | 
that the labor interests in Alberta 
would greatly prefer a provincial 
industrial disputes act. 

The possibility of securing some 
compromise between the two gov-! 
ernments or some’ plan of co-opera- | 
tion by which parts of both laws 
might be applied was suggested, but 
the premier pointed out that in ask- 
ing for provincial supplementary 
legislation validating the federal act} 
the Ottawa authorities had made it} 
clear that they would not divide} 
responsibility in this way and that 
it must be the whole federal act or 
none of it. 

The labor men would not commit 
themselves to the principle of com- 
pulsory arbitration. Their complaint 
against the Lemieux act was that it 
would always be applied in a one-| 
sided way, for the purpose of get- 
ting evidence from the labor side but | 
not from the other, Consequently 
labor disregarded it whenever pos-! 
sible. | 


Immigration Problems | 
Some criticism of the present im- | 
migration system was voiced by the 
delegation in the course of a dis- 
cussion of the unemployment situa- 
tion. President Wheatley said. that 
organized labor is not desirous of} 
restricting immigrants who have! 
the necessary means of going on the 
land, but immigration of people who 
must become a charge on the public | 
should be discouraged. There had 
been several cases too, said P. M. 
Christopher, M.L.A., of residents} 
with families being displaced  by| 
these newcomers in industrial posi- | 
tions. Hon. Alex Ross declared | 
that there is no co-ordination be-| 
tween the labor bureaus and the} 
federal immigrant department, and) 
there is no knowledge as to who is} 
coming at any particular time. | 
Premier Brownlee said that an old 
age pension system as asked for,} 
would cost the province $330,00 a! 
year, and the government's position | 
was that if the Dominion is to have| 
the power of bringing in immigrants 
it should not be the province's duty | 
to bear this resulting burden. 


School Book Question | 

Fred White, M.L.A., said in sup-! 
port of the request for cheaper| 
school bookks that a saving of 87 
per cent. was made to Calgary 
people when the school board bought 
the books direct, but not all the 
text books can be thus bought from 
the publishers. The delegation sug- | 
gested that the government act as a) 
distributing agency between the 
publishers and the school boards, 
thus saving middle profits. 

The Workmen’s Compensation act 
came in for considerable attention 
and a number of desired changes 
were outlined by the labor delegates.

good lesson. 

They are the ultimate in hospi- 
tality and every detail of courtesy. | 
A visit to a hogan is a signal for| 
its occupants to get a meal started 
and make every provision for the} 
comfort. Even when a 
policeman calls to arrest a Navajo | 
the same oriental politeness and 
courtesy persists. The officer and 
the man on the wrong side of the! 
law often eat together, sleep side hy 
side throughout the night, breakfast | 
together in the morning and ride to 
court together like boon companions, 
Ten Thousand Indians in Picture 

Ten thousand Navajos take an im- | 
portant part in “The Vanishing | 
American.” They worked untiringly 
and never complained, never de- 
manded to know when the director | 
was going to stop for lunch, never| 
questioned any of his directions, | 
They performed the most dangerous | 
feats without a change of counte-| 
nance, |

brussels, Jan.’ 23.--Cardinal._Mer- 


cier whose death occurred this after-1™ 


noon was stricken with influenza De- 
cember 19, The news of hg illness 
became known when he was unable 
to attend the ceremony at which 
Queen Elizabeth received the golden 
rose sent her by Pope Pius in honor 
of her 25th wedding anniversary. 

Shortly afterwards it was an- 
nounced that the primate would 
have to undergo an operation, In a 
pastoral letter he deprecated fear of 
danger. 

His ailment was explained official- 
ly as “persistent dyspepsia, making 
nutrition insufficient for the active 
life the cardinal wishes to pursue.” 
He was transferred to Saint Jean 
clinic from his residemee at Malines 
December 28 and was operated on 
the following day. He was given a 
local anaesthetic and was able to 
follow all] the details of the opera- 
tion. He stood the ordeal well. 

During the days immediately fol- 
lowing the operation, he seemed to 
improve and his complete recovery 
was predicted by those in attendance 
upon him. Suddenly on January 6, 
however, it became known that the 
condition of the cardinal had taken 
a turn for the worse. 


It was with difficulty that he was, 


able to assimilate food.» He began 
to weaken, but his robust constitu- 
tion and faith aided,him to with- 
stand the ravages of “his ailment 


much to the surprise “of his 
physicians. 

During his illness prayers were 
said for his recovery in all the 


churches of Belgium and the heads 
of almost all the nations of the 
world anxiously inquired about his 
condition, 

When the sudden turn for the 
worse came on January 6, the card- 
inal fully realized that his end was 
near. “My stomach has failed me. 
There is nothing more they can do,” 
the prelate said to a priest at the 
bedside. The holy sacrament was 
administered. This prompted the 
cardinal to say: “When my health 
was good, I always said I wished to 
receive the last sacrament, not when 
I was compelled to receive it, but 
while I could still receive it and I 
feel a little better now.” 

Artificial nourishment was re- 
sorted to during the final days of 
the primate’s illness, but this method 
served its purpose poorly, 

Dr. Vanhee, the cardinal’s phys- 
ician, described his patient ag a 
model one, patient, modest, and 
Christian in self-denial. 
| “Par from complaining when he 
has been suffering,” the physician 
said, “he has been happy to endure 
physics] pain as he then has said to 
| himself that he feels nearest Christ, 
whose sufferings have always been 
present in his mind.” 

At mid-day, the cardinal’s rela- 
tives gathered around his bedside 
and in spite of great weakness, he 
gave his blessing to each in turn, 

The aged prelate slipped quietly 
into the hereafter with all of 
Catholic Belgium and France pray- 
ing fer “a speedy recovery, or the 
grace of a happy death” as_ the 
church formula has it. 

A representative of King Albert 
arrived just as the end came. 

Special masses for the illustrious 
prelate will be celebrated through- 
out Belgium and France tomorrow 
to mark the cardinal’s passing.

Canada’s Board of Railway Com- 
missioners has definitely and finally 
upheld the official order sriving 
Crow’s Nest rates on export grain 


and flour moving Westward to Van- 
couver, 

This Board is created by Parlia- 
ment. It acted upon the instruc- 
tions of Parliament. It is the high- 
est railway authority in the Dom- 
inion. 

Its present order, therefore, be- 
yond doubt, cavil and appeal, is the 
will of the people of Canada. It is 
a decision of the Canadian people, 
through their authorized represent- 
atives, that the West is entitled to 
equalized freight rates, 

Certainly the order does not 
eliminate all the difficulties that con- 
front the Western Route at one 
blow. There is still the matter of 
rates on domestic grain to be con 
sidered, There are still adjust- 
ments to be made with the railways 
in regard to alleged “dead spots” in 
the rate map of the Eastern Route. 

But the principle of equality is 
definitely established. The right of 
the West to full economic citizen- 
ship in the Dominion of Canada is 
ranted, 

And the West's ficht for full 
justice can now be carried on under 
a principle that has been declared 
fundamentaly sound by the highest 
authority of the land, 

The first trench has been taken. 
The process to be carried out now is 
one of “mopping up.” But that pro- 
cess is going to call for just as much 
energy and initiative as were re- 
quired in the years of the — initial 
fight. 

The West and Vancouver win, But 
what they win is the right to fight 
all the harder for a complete and 
detailed equalization of opportunity 
privilege and prosperity.

Provincial Liquor Profits 

Net profits of $1,517,185 were 
made by the Alberta government on 
its operations under the liquor act 
in 1925, The full amount realized 
through the business of the liquor 
control board was $1,666,970, cever- 
ing the full calendar year. Sales of 
permits for the year amounted to 
$112,172. 

Out of the gross receipts of the 
board during the year the sum of 
$37,613 was placed to reserve ac- 
counts, the policy of the government 
being to build up a reserve fund 
that will give protection against 
possible future losses, 

Last year was the first full 
twelve-month period for which the 
liquor control board has reported, 
since the act was not operative at 
the beginning of 1924, For the eight 
months of that year covered by the 
operations of the board, as reported 
to the last legislature, the net pros 
fits were $1,020,824. The 1925 


vance of the proportionate figures 
for 1924. In both cases they repre- 
sent the entire net revenues received 
from vendors’ sales and _ beer 
licenses, 


Alberta’s Wool Business 

That splendid progress was being 
made by wool growers in Alberta 
was instanced at the annual meet- 
ing of the Canadian Co-operative 
Wool Growers’ Ltd., at Calgary. It 
was stated that Alberta had sent 
forward for co-operative sale 1,549,- 
000 pounds of wool, an increase of 
680,367 pounds as compared with the 
previous year, 

1925 W heat Crop 

In view of the conflicting state- 
ments which have been broadcast 
concerning the extent of Alberta’s 
wheat crop of 1925, Colin G. Groff 
publicity commissioner for the 
province, on behalf of the provincial 
department of agriculture, has is 
sued the following statement in ac 
cordance with the best facts obtain 
able, and which supplements _ the 
statement given by Hon. Geo. Hoad- 
ley, minister of agriculture, to the 
Manitoba Free Press last week. 

It is now fairly certain from 
threshers returns received by the 
department, that average yield of 
all wheat over the total acreage will 
be maintained at 18 bushels, which 
is somewhat higher than at first 
estimated. The total acreage is 
placed at 5,719,749, on which an 
average of 18 bushels gives a total 
yield of 103,995, 482, or opproxi- 
mately 104,000,000 bushels. Allow- 
ing approximately 9,000,000 bushels 
for seed, this leaves a total for 
marketing of approximately 95,000.- 
000 bushels.
